Charics K. Hamilton announced last 
Might that on his return journey of his 
flight on Saturday from New York to 
Philadelphia and return, for THna NEW 
YorK Times and The Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, he would attempt to establish 
em long-distance cross-country record for 
continuous flight. The record is held now 
by Louis Paulhan, and was made in the 
first leg of his London-Manchester flight, 
when he covered 117 miles between Lon- 
gon and Litchfield without descending. 
Hamilton plans. to do 125.8 miles with- 
put a stop. 

When Hamilton starts from Philadel- 
phia, which he expects will not be late» 
than 2 o'clock Saturday afternoon, he will 
continue past Van Cortlandt Park te 
Elmsford, on the Putnam division of tne 
New York Central Railroad, a distance of 
13.4 miles from the official finish of the 
trip. 

At Elmsford -Hamilton will make a 
broad turn and fly tack to Van Cort- 
Jandt Park, thereby adding 26.8 miles to 
the 98.5 miles between his landing piace 
in Philadelphia and Van Cortlandt Park. 
Of these 93.5 miles, sixteen are between 
Van Cortlandt Park and the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Station and 82.5 miles be- 
tween the station and the landing place 
in Philadelphia, near North Penn Junc- 
tion. 

Hamilton will have a thirty-gallon gaso- 
line tatik on his machine for the inter- 
city flight, and it wil) be refilled before 
he departs from Philadelphia. His lubri- 
cating oil tanks wili be of six gallons’ 
capacity. He expects to use twenty-one 
galions of gasoline between Philadelphia 
and Van Cortlandt Park, and thus will 
have the widc margin of nine gallons for 
the extra 26.5 miles to and from Elms- 
tord. Not more than four and one-half 
galions of oil will be consumed for the 
entire return trip of 120.5 miles. 

Should Hamilton be successful in his 
attempt to travel 125.5 miles without a 
etop on his way back from Philadelphia 
he not only will have broken Paulhan’s 
world's record for continuous cross-coun- 
try flight, put, with the addition of ¥8.o 
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gniles froin Van Cortlandt Park to Phila- 
delphia, he will have driven his biplane 
@ total of 223.8 miles during the day, 21 
miles more than have ever been 
by one aviator in one day. 

* After landing in Philadelphia I shall 
ral up the Weather Bureau,’ Hamilton 
paid last night, ‘‘to find out what wind 
changes, if any, may be expected in the 
mext few hours. I anticipate being at 
the landing place in Philadelphia by 
10:30. In the event that there is no wind 
then and no promise of being any to hin- 
fer or to he!p me I shall start my return 
trip very soon after landing. 

“If the Weather Bureau says a wind 
from the south may be expectd, in case it 
fs not already blowing, I shall wait for 
it, as its speed would be added to my 
mormal raie and would help me that 
much. fEhould there be a wind from the 
north blowing. with an expectation of its 
diminishing in force, I wait also 
until 2 e ctock for it down. 

‘You if the wind. should blow 
twenty miles en hour from the south, I 
shal] be able to hit up at least a 70-ini‘e 
clip on my return journey. That would 
mean a time-record that would take a lot 
of beating.” 

Whe: Hamiiton starts from Van Cort- 
Jlandt Park next Saturday morning he 
will.employ what is practically a new 
machine for the journey. His biplane, in 
which he has given exhibition flights all 
over the country since last January, will 
have been entirely renovated by to-mor- 
rom morning wilh new surfaces on both 
planes, a2 new rudder, propeller, and fuel 
tanks.

On Friday night, to apprise New York- 
ers <o the likelihood of the flight being 
started, THE NEW YorkK TIMES will dis- 
Play searchlisht signals from its tower. 

If the atmospheric conditions on Friday 
night appear favorable for a flight and a 
Pro..pt start, the searchlight on The 
Times Building tower will cast horizontal 
flashes over the northern part of the city. 
Should it appear that the start may have 
to be postponed, horizontal flashes will play 
to the south, These signals will be kept up 
until midnight and will be changed, if 
necessary, as the latest information is 
received in THe New YORK Times office 
pif telephone direct from Hamilton’s aero- 
piane tent in Van Cortiandt Park. 

When Hamilton prepares to make his 
stari on Saiurday morning he will be as- 
sisted by Capt. Baldwin, Seymour, Albert 
C, Doty, and Charles Nyquist, Hamilton's 
two chief mechanics, and by Todd Schri- 
ver, known to all aviators as ‘‘ Slim,’’ who 
was Curtiss’s assistant at Rheims last 
Summer, and Jay Safford, the last two 
being Capt. Baldwin's assistants. 

As soon as Hamilton gives the word 
thai all is ready, Capt. Baldwin, Sey- 
mour, Doty, Nyquist, and  Schriver 
will leave Van Cortlandt Park by Subway 
to board THE NEw Yor«K TIMEs special 
train in Jersey City. Safford will remain 
at Van Cortlandt Park to render any as- 
sistance that may be needed at the last 
moment and to await Hamilton’s return. 

Hamilton said yesterday that the easiest 
way to get his biplane from Mineola to 
the park, where the ascent will be made 
from the 
over from Mineola to Flushing or White- 
stone, a cross-country flight of about ten 
miles. Hamilton said that he would make 
it, probably on Thursday afternoon, with 
all tanks full and with the machine in 
the same condition, as nearly as possi- 
ble,«as it will be when the inter-city flight 
of Saturday is started, so that he may 
learn the balance of his biplane under 
such a load. 


May Fly to Van Cortlandt. 


From its landing place on the shore of 
Long Island the biplane will be lightered 
across the Sound, through the Harlem 
River, to Spuyten Duyvil. At this point 
it will be taken ashore and Hamilton 
either will fly it to Wan Cortiandt Park 
or have it carted up to the starting 
point. If this ean be accomplished, and 
Hamilfoa said he saw no reason why it 
could not be, it will obviate the necessity 
of knocking the machine down and reas- 
sembling it in the tent near the start- 
ing point, thereby gaining more than 
twenty-four hours in which to test every 
working part in the air.

Keeping a Saloon Open No Bar to 
Citizenship, Says Quarles. 


MILWAUKEE, June 7.—‘‘ Any Legisla- 
ture that establishes police regulations in 
defiance of public sentiment must suffer 
thf humillation of seeing its mandate dis- 
regurded,’’ said United States Judge J. 
V. Quarles to-day in giving the grounds 
for his ruling that keeping a saloon open 
on Sunday did not violate a man’s.appli- 
cation for citizenship. 

Judge Quarles 
the Sunday closing act was passed forty 
years ago, no effort had been made to 
enfore it. He spoke of the German cus- 
tom of meeting with friends and neigh- 
pors for a chat over a glass of beer and a 
pipe, and held that the saloon, for many 
of them, was their club, © 

The law required, the court held, that 
the applicant measure up to the level of 
the average citizen in his community, and 
did not demand that he rise above the 
level of the common mass of people.

AVELLINO, Italy, June 7.—An earth- 
quake, characterized by one severe shock 
and several minor shocks shortly after 
3 O'clock this morning wrought great 
havoc throughout the Province of Avel- 
lino, in the Compartment of Campania. 
The entire region extending for a radius 
of fifty miles was thrown into panie, 

. While the City of Avellino practically 
escaped damage, the Town of Calitrt, 
some thirty-five miles distant, suffered 
severely. Reports received here indicate 
that half the bulldings in Calitri have 
been wrecked. The number of killed in 
that place is estimated at from twenty- 
| five to fifty, while scores have been bad- 
ly injured. 

From many other towns and villages 
come stories of fallen homes, death, and 
suffering. At San Sele, in the Province

Crowds 
are gathered in the squares and the fields 
‘around the town, where fires have been 
lighted, about which are gathered pitiful 
groups, who fear to return to their homes. 


NAPLES, June 7.—Ar earthquake of un- 
usual intensity was experienced through- 
out Southern Italy, including Sicily, at 3:07 
o'clock this morning. The shock ap- 
pears to have spent its force chiefly in 
the Province of Avellino, lu Central Cam- 
pania, east of Naples. 

Fatalities are reported at Valata, San 
Sossio, Chianche, Castelbaronia, and San 
Ssle. At San Sele every house in the vil- 
lage was damaged. 

The disturbance disrupted telegraph 
enn witinbantiits generally in the provinces 
most affected. 

Terror was caused at Torre Annunziata 
and Torre del Greco, where the people 
lived in constant fear of an eruption from 
Mount Vesuvius. 

Reports from Basilicata say that the 
shock was felt severely at Potenza. Sim- 
Har reporte come from Paola and Catan- 
zaro, in the compartment of Calabria, 
and from Paiermo, Sicily. 

News frum Salerno, at the head of the 
Gulf of Salerno, thirty miles southeast of 
Naples, is to the effect that the shock 
was distinct there and caused consider- 
able damage. 

The shock was felt for ten seconds in 
the Province of Avellino. It was also felt 
strongly but for a shorter period at Co- 
Zenza, vlog amare Re Reggio, Potenza, 
Benevento, Capua, and Melfi. It is said, 
however, that the damage in these towns 
was not serious and that there was no loss 
of life. 

A report received from dAvellino de- 
scribes the narrow escape from death at 
the hands of a superstitious mob of a 
party of American clergymen who hap- 
pened to be in the province when the 
earthquake occurred, Some of the panic- 
stricken people believed that the calamity 


was due to the presence of the clergymen 
and attacked them with the avowed pur- 
pose of hanging them. 

Fortunately the police learned of the as- 
gault and rescued the ministers, after- 
ward escorting them to a safe distance 
from the village. 


ROME, June 7.—Great apprehension has 
again been caused by seismic disturb- 
ances, the official report showing that 
the zone affected by the earthquake 
shocks to-day is a vast one, embracing 
practically the whole of Southern Italy 
as well as a portion of Tuscany an 
Venetia, to the north. But the district 
in which serious damage occurred extends 
only about fifty miles around Mount Vult- 
ure, an extinct volcano near Calitri.

ROOSEVELT’S VOIGR 
PAILS AT OXFORD

He Is Unable to Give in Full His 
Address on Biological An- 
alogies in History. 
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L., Most Conspicuous Figure in 


America Since Lincoln.

| OXFORD, June 7.—It seems impossi- 
ible to speak of ex-President Roosevelt 
; Without mentioning strenuousness. Cer- 
tainly his day in Oxford was a strenu- 
ous one. ; 

Besides the Romanes lecture, which 
he told one audience was the genesis of 
his European trip, the invitation from 
the university to deliver it having de- 
cided him to make a tour fn this part of 
the world after his African hunting ex- 
pedition, he delivered three speeches, 
visited several colleges, talked to innu- 
merable dons and ‘'Varsity dignitaries, 
and apparently thoroughly enjoyed 
himself throughout, 


much more forfial than they were ai 
Cambridge. There were no 
bears”’ in evidence, and though Lord 
Curzon of Kedleston made an attempt 
to throw some humor into the ceremony 
in the Sheldonian Theatre, where the 
Romanes lecture was delivered, his ef- 
fort took the form of Latin verse. 

It is a circumstance which may in- 
terest psychologists that Lord Curzon, 
who has been frequently described as 
absolutely lacking in a sense of humor, 
should in his undergraduate days have 
devoted a considerable portion of his 
time to writing humorous Latin verses, 
and should now lapse into his old habit. 

Lord Curzon’s verses described Mr. 
Roosevelt as a man, 


Before whose coming comets took to 
flight, 

And all the Nile’s seven mouths 
turned pale with fright. 


Lord Curzon, as Chaneellor of the 
university, headed the imposing pro- 
cession of doctors in scarlet avho filed 
into the Sheldonian Theatre shortly be- 
fore 3 o'clock, and in’ convocation 
agreed to confer the degree of Doctor 
of Civil Law upen Mr. Roosevelt, who 
was then brought in, and after being 
welcomed by Lord Curzon, read his 
lecture. 

The reading took upward of an hour 
and a quarter and, even so was con- 
Siderably curtailed, the lecturer skip- 
ping many long paragraphs owing to 
the failure of his voice. The audience 
applauded warmly when the lecture 
Was over. 


OXFORD, June 7.—Oxford to-day con- 


ferred upon ex-President Roosevelt the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Civil Law. 
The ceremony took place in the Shel- 
donian Theatre,. where for over three 
centuries it has been the custom to hold 
various annual and other exercises, but 
Mr. Roosevelt's reception surpassed in 
enthusiasm anything within the memory 
of the oldest Oxonian. 

Before the lecture there was a recep- 
tion, given by the Mayor and Corporation 
in the Town Hall. After the reception 
Mr Roosevelt made hurried visits to the 
leading colleges and to other places of 
historie interest and then procecded to 
the Sheldonian Theatre. 

The ex-President’s Romanes lecture, 
which dealt with ‘ Biological Analogies 
in History,’’ proved to be a powerful ex- 
position of all the “‘ strange analogies,’’ as 
the lecturer expressed it, “‘in the phe- 
nomena of life and death, . of birth, 
growth, and change, between those physi- 
cal groups of animal life which we desig- 
nate as species, forms, races, and the 
highly complex and composite entities 
which rise before our minds when we 
speak of nations and civilizations,” 

Toward the close, however, Mr. Rbo 
velt’s voice failed and he was obliged 
leave undelivered a portion of his pre- 
pared lecture. But before he withdrew 
from the platform, the ex-President had 
won the great audience that gathered in 
the theatre by his vigorous utterances and 
forceful gestures, and was cheered re- 
peatedly at various stages of his speech. 

Even the usually solemn red-robed dons 
were carried away, and stood up and 
joined in the loud hurrahs of the younger 
element. 

Lord Curzon of Kedleston, Chancellor 
of Oxford University, who himself deliv- 
ered the Romanhes lecture in 1907, pre- 
sided, and in introducing the newly 
created D. C. L., who appeared for the 
first time in the red robes of the Poc- 
torate, spoke of Mr. Roosevelt as ‘‘a ruler 
(of men—the most conspicuous figure in 
America since Abraham Lincoln.”’ 

After touching on the ex-President’s 
many achievements, the Chancellor said: 

‘‘ Although he is now taking a holiday 
it is undreamable that such a man will 
long rémain out of public life,”’ 

Ambassador Whitelaw Reid proposed a 
toast to the King and the President of 
the United States. Speeches were made 
by several of the Rhodes scholars. 

This evening Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt 
dined with the Vice Chancellor of the 
university, and remained at his residence 
for the night.

Letters In His Pocket Ready for Police 
and Coroner, but He Spent the 
Evening Jesting with Friends. 





Charles H, Talbert, a corset manufactur- 
er of 568 Park Avenue, rose in his box at 
the Columbia Theatre, at Seventh Ave- 
nue and Forty-sixth Street, last night, a 
few minutes before the close of the per- 
formance, placed a pistol to his temple, 
and killed himself with one shot. Many 
in the audience thought that the pistol 
shot was part of the show, and it was 
not until the blood began to drip down 
through the box floor upon some of those 
in the front rows that the audience arose 
and surged out through the doors into the 
street, 

Mr. Talbert, a man weighting perhaps 
200 pounds, with dark hair and a black 
mustache, entered the Columbia Theatre 
early last night to see a performance of 
some burlesquers who call themselves 
“The New Jersey Lillies.” He took a 
front box in the second tier to the left 
of the stare. With him were two men

Yet he had gone to the Columbia mean- 
ing to kill himself. This was shown by 
letters found pockets, addressed 
both to the police and the Coroner, say- 
ine that he meant kill himself and 
that no fuss should be made about it. It 
was on these letters that the police found 
his name and address. 

The suicide occurred in the last minutes 
of tne performance. Shortly before 11 
o'clock there came on the stage an In- 
dian chorus, whicn was the beginning of 
the end of the show. The chorus mem- 
bers sang a song, and then began to 
dance off the stage. Following them 
came other members of the comvany, 
gathering for the grand finale. There 
were only two or three minutes of the 
performance left. 

Mr. Talbert stood up in his box, so some 
of those near him sald later, pulled the 
pistol calmiy from his pocket, and with- 
out hesitation placed it te his right tem- 
ple, shot, and fell back into the box with- 
out a word or a groan, In this he was

ceeded in getting away unobserved. 
Most of the audience thought that the 
shot was part of the Indian song and 
dance business. The house was darkened, 
anyway, and they could not see distinctly 
What was going on anywhere except on the 
stage. Even those who saw Mr. Talbert 
place the pistol to his head took his ac- 
tion to be stage play, for, as one of them 
said, ‘‘ There is so much funny business 
now done in the audience tc fool people.” 
Ieven those on the stage did not know 
at first that anything untoward was con- 
nected with the pistol shot, though they 
knew there that it was not part of the 
performance. The stage manager was get- 
ting his chorus on for thesfinal song. 
“Great Heavens! What's that?’’ cried 


@ man down in one of the rows just under 
the box in which Talbert lay dead. He 
tound that both his wife anc himself were 
being covered with drippings from the 
box overhead. Others near by then found 
out that their clothing was stained in the 
same way. 

That started the rush from the theatre. 
Those in tne rear, not understanding what 
hand happened, cried out to the audience 
in front, ‘‘Sit down.” But the word 
quickly passed through the house that 
the pistol shot had killed a man in one 
of the boxes, aud the audience surged out 
into the street. 

There they were met by three or four 
policemen and were hurried away. The 
management had already summoned the 
police by telephone and an ambulance 
from Flower Hospital was at the door 
by the time the audience began to leave. 

Ambulance Surgeon Smith said that Be 
man had died instantly. The police tried 
to trace the three persens who had beén 
in the box with him, but they had already 
got away. The theatre people did not 
know whether or not the three occupants 
who had fled even knew Talbert. 

The letters in Talbert’s pocket told the 
police that he lived with his wife, Lena, 
at his place of business, in Park Avenue. 
One letter was addressed to his wife, one 
to Dr. A. J. Fox, care of Mr. Schoumberg, 
and one to Miss Katherine Schoumberg 
of 566 Park Avenue. Mrs. Talbert, when 
told of her husband's suicide, said he had 
left home about 8 o’clock in the evening, 
saying he was going to a theatre, as he 
wanted to be cheerea up. He went alone, 
so far as she knew, she said. She said he 
had been depressed of late owing to busi- 
ness troubles. He had lost money re- 
cently. 

In the box adjoining that {in which the 
suicide sat were eight men and women. 
Like most of the others in the theatre 
ihey surmised that the shot was a part 
of the stage business. When it was 
jearned, however, that a man had shot 
himself one of the men in the party 
climbed on a chair and tried to look into 
the adjoining box. His chair broke and 
he fell to the floor, pinning his leg under 
the seat in such a way that he couldn't 
extricate himself. The others in his party 
hastily departed. 

Others from nearby boxes and the orches- 
tra seats rushed into the box, and when 
one man suggested that the man with 
his leg pinned under his seat had shot the 
man in the other box, it looked as if tha 
victim of the chair would be badly treat- 
ed. Several men attempted to strike him, 
and when others tried to prevent them a 
sinall-sizged row Covaloped. Policeman 
Lynch, who had been called in from the 
street by that time, restored order. The 
stage carpenter was called and the man 
under the seat was quickly released. He 
departed hurriedly. 


COAL STRIKE ENDS. 


12,000 Miners of Pennsylvania Com- 
pany Agree on Arbitration. 


SCRANTON, Penn., June 7.—The strike 
of the 12,000 miners employed in the col- 
lieries of the Pennsylvania Coal’ Com- 
pany between Dunmore ‘and Wilkesbarre 
was brought to an end to-day, when the 
non-union miners, on the advice of Che- 
valier Fortunato Tiscar, the Italian Con- 


sul, accepted the offer of arbitration made 
by the company, 

Consul Tiscar addressed four mass meet- 
fnes in Pittston, at which the men voted 
to return to work to-morrow _ morning, 
whereupon the miners at Old Forge and 
Dunmore also voted to resume work. 

Consul Tisear secured a written prom- 
ise from the company’s officials that they 
would immediately arbitrate the men’s 
grievances. e union officials had sev- 
eral times ordered th striking miners to 
return to work.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Although Jus- 
tice Wright of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia to-day decided that 
Isabel I. Wall bore no evidence of being 
a negro, he refused to order the Board of 
Education to admit her to the white 
schools. He did this on the ground that 
her father was a negro. 

“The child’s proportion of negro blood 
is one-eighth, or one-sixteenth,”’ said Jus- 
tice Wright. ‘‘ Graduations shading to- 
w&rd black or fairness are of very in- 
significant concern in determining 
whether one is ‘ colored.’ ”’

‘*The present situation is not one that 
fustifies investors in purchasing railroad 
2ecurities. Atchison will retrench at 
every point. Most of our !mprevements 
are so far advanced that it would cost 
more to stop them than to carry them to 
completion. but no new obligations of any 
kind will be entered into.

Some of Their Shortcomings.

PRINCETON, N. J., June 7.—Leslie M. 
Shaw was the principal speaker at the 
centennial commencement of the Law- 
renceville Schoo! at Lawrenceville to-day. 
His address was a commentary on mod- 
ern conditicns from the young man’s 
viewpoint, mingled with anecdote and 
shafts at educational methods and the 
young gradvate. He said: 

““ Modern education seems to emphasize 
unduly the memory side. You are not 
educated as vou develop your memory, 
but as you develop the facts that your 
memory holds into useful form. It is a 
question of whether your mind is going 
to be a@ granary or a grist mill. The 
schools are developing the granaries and 
not the grist mills. You must order your 
mind to take the facts and grind and 
knead and bake them.

OLD GUARD DROPPING OUT 





Only 117 Left of 5,000 Firemen Now on 
Fore—Civil Service Commission 
Sitent on Chief’s Charges. 





Chief Croker’s criticism of.the recruits 
for the Fire Department and his asser- 
tion that the civil service system is re- 
sponsible for keeping out the men most 
needed, set the department talking yes- 
terday. Commissioner Waldo came out 
with a defense of the men as a fine, 
husky lot, and he was inclined to think 
that the Chief, with other veterans, was 
forgetting what he himself was like when 
he was a youngster. But some of the 
older men in the uniformed force did not 
believe that Chief Croker had said .a 
word too much. 

The Municipal Civil Service Commission- 


versy, and merely referred to the records 
of their office in defense of their posi- 
tion. They pointed out that no examina- 
tion for firemen has been held under the 
present board, so that, at any rate, the 
present commissioners cannot be blamed, 
if blame. attaches to any one. 

At the last examination 4,500 applica- 
tions were received, and nearly 3,500 can- 
didates presented themselves. Of these 
1,000 were rejected, but only 20 per cent. 
failed to pass the mental test, of which 
Chief Croker has made so much com- 
plaint. The others were rejected solely 
on the physical test.

| THROWN UNDER AN AUTO. 


Policeman Falis from His Horse, but’ 
Remounts and Pursues a Runaway. 


Dragged from under an automobile at 
Bedford Avénue and Hancock Street, 
Brooklyn, where he was thrown from his 
horse while trying to stop a runaway 
horse yesterday afternoon, Mounted .Po-_ 
liceman Gustay Boettger of Traffic Sauad 
D, suffering from a fractured skull, 
mounted his charge again and resumed 
the chase. 

At Bedford and Greene Avenues, where 
the runaway was stopped by another 
mounted policeman, Boettger, bareheaded 
and bleeding from cuts on his head, tot- 
tered off his horse in a faint, but was 
caught by persons in the crowd before he 
could fall to the pavement. He was hur- 
ried to the Swedish Hospital, in a serious 
condition. Physicians there said last night 
that his recovery is doubtful. He is 27 
years old, married, and lives at 236 Lex- 
ington Avenue. 

Boettger was on duty on Bedford Ave- 
nue, near Herkimer Street, when an open 
wagon drawn by a horse went dashing 
through a lane of automobiles and ve- 
hicles that lined both sides of the avenue. 
Morris Becker, the driver, and another 
man were in the wagon. The second man 
jumped off at Fulton Street, but Becker 
clung to the reins. Boettger, after a 
chase of two blocks, caught up with the 
runaway at Hancock Street and seized 
the bridle. The horse gave a jerk and 
pulled the policeman off his mount. Boett. 
ger let go. his hold, but stili vlung to the 
reins of his own horse. His horse was a 
spirited animel and swerved quickly to 
one side. A 

Boettger fell to the pavement directly 
in front of an automobile. The chauffeur 
did-not have time to stop his machine be- 
fore one of the front wheels ran over the 
policeman’s legs, his body being under 
the car. The front spring of the machine 
struck him on-the head. He was dragged 
from under the car by Harry W. Hovér 
of 1,406 Nostrand Avenue, a chauffeur on 
anothér machine, and R. H. Paynster of 
1,205 Fulton Street. 

They were amazéd to see Boettger, ap- 
parently dazed, go toward his horse. With 
an effort he pulled himself up on his 
horse and was away in the direction of 
the runaway, riding almost half a. mile, 
until he reached Greene Avenue, where 
he collapsed. 

Mounted Policeman John J. McGowan, 
who was on Bedford Avenue, near Han- 
cock Street, when Boettger was thrown, 
chased the runaway. and caught it at 
Greene and Bedford Avenues. As he 
caught the animal his own horse backed 
up on the sidewalk and stumbled, knock- 
ing down 55-year-old John Meagher of 454 
Greene Avenue. He was treated at the 
Swedish Hospital for bruises on his body 
and head, and was then taken home. 

The runaway had to be shot, as it was 
found that both its front legs were broken 
In stopping it McGowan puliecd the animal 
to one side and down on its knees. The 
wagon was dashed against a baker’s wa- 
won. Becker, the driver, was locked up 
in' the Classon Avenue Station, charged 
with reckless driving. He denied that he 
was beating the horse, as some witnesses 
charged.

BEGGED HIM TO COME BACK

Additional affidavits in the suit for 
separation brought by Claudia T. Wheeler 
against Albert G. Wheeler, Jr., and sub- 
mitted to Supreme Court Justice McCall 
were filed yesterday with the, County 
Clerk. The affidavits deal principally 
with the extensive business interests of 
Mr. ‘Wheeler, who, his wife says, is 
wealthy. He denies her stories. 

Mrs. Wheeler, in her affidavits, says 
she was 21 years old when she married 
Mr. Wheeler, on March 31, 1898. She 
says that he abandoned her without cause 
at the Dakota Apartments, 1 West Seven- 
ty-second Street, and that when she real- 
ized that his departure was a “ settled 
fact she swooned’”’ and was seriously ill 
for a long time. She declares she wrote 
him ‘‘two imploring letters’’ begging 
him to return, and his only answer was to 
send men to get the furniture. She re- 
pulsed them, and Mr. Wheeler, she says, 
began an action in replevin and sent 
Deputy Sheriffs to get the furniture on 
April 25. 

The Deputy Sheriffs removed everything 
in the apartment, according to Mrs. 
Wheeler. They left her, she deposes, 
without even a bed to sleep on or @ car- 
pet on the floor. She was obliged, she 
says, to borrow two cots from the ser- 
vants’ quarters of the Dakota. Mr. 
Wheeler, she says, told the management} 


not to supply her with food, and sent) 
word to her that unless she left she | 
would be ejected bodily. He sent her a 
check for $83 to pay expenses incurred 
before his desertion, she says, and later 
a check for $30. When he sent a check 
for $40 with the statement that he would 
send her $40 every week, if she would not 
press him for more, she returned the 
check. 

Mrs. Wheeler says her husband has been 
@ successful promoter and has the

Precious Stone Importers Here WIII

The Precious Ston Importers’ Assocla- 
tion, acting for a number of Maiden Lane 
and Fifth Avenue dealers, announced 
through its manager yesterday that it 
will pay a reward equal to 10 per cent.

OXFORD, June 7.—Col, Roosevelt's ad- 
-Gress at Oxford University to-day was en- 
titled “ Biological Analogies in History.” 
.In part it was as follows: 


More than ever before in the world’s 
history, we of to-day seek to penetrate 
the causes of the mysteries that surround 
not only mankind but all life, both in the 


present and the past. We search, we 
. peer, we see things dimly; here and there 
we get a ray of clear vision as we look 
before and after. We study the tremen- 
dous procession of the ages, from the im- 
memorial past when in ‘‘cramp elf and 
paurian orms’’ the creative forces 
“swathed their too-much power,” down 
to the yesterday, a few score thousand 
years distant only, when the history of 
man became the overwhelming fact in the 
history of life on this planet; and, study- 
ing, we see strange analogies in the phe- 
momena of life and death, of birth, 
rowth, and change, between those phys- 
Teal groups of animal life which we des- 
a as species, forms, races, and the 
highly complex and composite entities 
which rise before our minds when we 
‘speak of nations and civilizations. 


While freely conceding all 
be said of the masters of literautre, we 
‘must insist upon the historian of mankind

things; and especially of that science of | 


jscience that treats of living, 


evolution which is inseparably connected 
with the great name of Darwin. Of course 


there is no exact parallelism between the | 
birth, growth, and death of species in| 


the animal world and the birth, growth, 
and death of societies in the world of 
@man. Yet there is a certain parallelism. 
There are strange analogies; it may be 
that there are homologies. 

How far the resemblances between the 
two sets of phenomena are more than 
accidental, how far biology can be used 
as an aid in the interpretation of human 
history, we cannot at present say. . The 
historian should never forget, what the 
shighest type of scientific man is always 
teaching us to remember, that willingness 
to admit ignorance is a prime factor in 
developing wisdom out of knowledge. 
Wisdom is advanced by research which 
enables us to add to knowledge: and, 
moreover, the way for wisdom is made 
ready when men who record facts of vast 
but -unknown import. when asked to ex- 

lain their full significance, are willing 
rankiy to answer that they do not know. 

As itis in biology, so in human history,a 
new form may result from the specializa- 
tion of a long-existing and hitherto very 

slowly

form; as, for instance, when a barbaric 
race from a variety of causes suddenly 
develops a more complex cultivation and 
civilization. This is what occurred, for 
instance, in Western Europe during the 
centuries of the Teutonic.-and later the 
Scandinavian, ethnic overflows from the 
north. All the modern countries of West- 
ern Europe are descehded from the states 
created by these northern invaders. When 
first créated they could be called ‘‘new”’ 
or “ young” states in the sense that part 
or all of the people composing them were 
-@escended from races that hitherto had 
not been civilized at all, and that there- 
fore for the first time entered on the career 
of civilized communities. In the southern 
art of Western Europe the new states 
hus formed consisted in bulk of the in- 
habitants already in the land under the 


Roman Empire; and it was here that the} 


new kingdoms first took shape. 

Through a reflex action their influence 
then extended back into the cold forests 
from which the invaders had come, and 
Germany and Scandinavia witnessed the 
rise of communities with essentially the

bors; though in those communities, unlika 
the southern communities, there was no 
infusion of new blood, and in each case 
the new civilized nation which gradually 
developed was composed entirely of mem- 
bérs of the same race which in the same 


region had for ages lived the life of a.

The same was true of the Slavs and ths 
Slavonized Finns of Eastern 
when an infiltration of Scandinavian lead- 
ers from the north and an infiltration of 
Byzantine culture from the south joined 
to produce the changes which have grad- 
ually, out of the little Slav communities 
of the forest and the steppe, formed the 
mighty Russian Empire of to-day. 

Again, the new form may represent 
merely a splitting off from a long-estab- 
lished, highly developed and specialized 
nation. In this case 
the nation is usually 
spoken of as a

rectly spoken of as 
a “new,” nation; but the term should 
always be used with a clear sense of the 
acifference between what is described in 
such case and what is described by the 
Same term in speaking of a civilized na- 


tion just developed from. a barbarism. 
Carthage and Syracuse were new cities 
compared with Tyre and Corinth; but the 
Greek or Phoenician race was in every 
sense of the word as old in the new city 
as in the old city. So, nowadays, Victoria 
or Manitoba is a new community com- 
pared with England or Scotland; but the 
ancestral type of civilization and culture 
is as old in one case as in the other. I, 
of course, do not mean for a moment that 
great changes are not produced by the 
mere fact that the old civilized race is 
suddenly placed in surroundings where it 
has again to go through the work of 
taming the wilderness, a work finished 
many centuries before in the original 
home of the race; I merely mean that the 
ancestral history is the same in each case. 
We can rightly use the phrase ‘a new 
people’’ in speaking of Canadians or 
Australians, Americans or Afrikanders. 
But we use it in an entirely different 
sense from that in whicn we use it when 
speaking of such communities as those 
founded by the Northmen and their de. 
scendants during that period of astonish- 
ing growth which saw the descendants 
of the Norse sea-thieves conquer and 
transform Normandy, Sicily, and_ the 
British Islands; we use it in an entirely 
different sense from that in which we 
use it when speaking of the new State 
that grew up around Warsaw, Kief, Nov- 
gorod, and Moscow, as the wild savages 
of the steppes and the marshy forests 
struggled haltingly and stumblingly = 
ward to become builders of cities and to 
orm stable governments. 
. The kingdoms of Charlemagne and Al- 
fred were ‘‘ new,’’ compared with the em- 
pire on the Bosphorus; they were also in 
every way different; their lines of an- 
cestral descent had nothing in common 
with those of the polyglot realm which 
paid tribute to the Caesars of Byzantium; 
their social problems and aftertime his- 
tory were totally different. “i 
This is not true of those “ new nations 
which spring direct Bern, try “eros.

Certain tribes of savages, 
the Tasmanians, for instance, and various 
little clans of American Indians, have 
within the last century or two complete- 
ly died out; all of the individuals have 

erished, leaving no descendants, and the 

lood has disappeared. Certain other 

tribes of Indians have as tribes disap- 
peared or are now disappearing; but their 
blood remains, pane absorbed, into the 
veins of the white intruders, or of the 
black men introduced by these white in- 
truders; so that In reality they are merely 
being transformed into something abso- 
lutely different from what they were. 

A like wide diversity in fact may be cov- 
ered in the statement that a civilization 
has ‘died out.”

An ethnological map of Europe in which 
tne peoples were divided according to 
their physical and racial characteristics, 
such as stature, coloration, and shape of 
head, would bear no resemblance what- 
ever to a map giving the political divis- 
ions, the nationalities, of Europe; while, 
on the contrary, a linguistic map would 
show @ general correspondence between 
speech and nationality. The Northern 
Frenchman is in blood and physical type 
more nearly allied to his German-speak- 
ing neighbor than to the Frenchman of 
the Mediterranean seaboard: and the lat- 
ter, in his turn, is nearer to the Catalan 
than to the man who dwells beside the 
Channel or along the tributaries of the 
Rhine, 

But In essential characteristics, in the 
qualities that tell in the make-up of a 
nationality, all these kinds of Frenchmen 


feel keenly’ that

|The game {is true when we compare the

man of tne Baltic lands. The same is true 
of Kentishiraan, Cornishman, and York- 
shireman in England. 

Why do great artificial empires, whose 
citizens are knit by a bond of speech and 
culture much more than by a bond of 
blood, show periods of extraordinary 
growth, and, again of sudden or lingering 
decay? In some casés we can answer 
readily enough; in other cases we can- 
not as yet even guess what the proper 
answer should be. If in any such case 
the centrifugal forces overcome the cen- 
tripetal, the nation will of course fly to 
pieces, and the reason for its failure to 
become a dominant force is patent to 
every one. 

The minute that the spirit which finds 
its healthy development in local self-gov- 
|ernment, and is the antidote to the dan- 
.gers of an extreme centralization, devol- 
ops into mere rticularism, into inability 
to combine effectively for achievement 
of a common end, then it is hopeless to 
expect great results. Poland and certain 
republics of the Western Hemisphere are 
the standard examples of failure of this 
kind; and the United States would have 
ranked with them, and its name would 
have become a byword of derision, if the 
forces of the Union had not triumphed 
in the civil war. So the growth of soft 
luxury after it has reached a certain point 
becomes a national danger patent to all. 

Again, it needs but little of the vision 
of a seer to foretell what must happen 
in any community if the average woman 
ceases to become the mother of a family 
of healthy children, if the average man 
loses the will and the power to work up 
to old age and to fight whenever the 
need arises. If the homely, common- 
place virtues die out, if strength of char- 
acter vanishes in ote self-indulgence, 
if the virile qualities atrophy, then the 
nation has lost what no material pros- 
perity can offset. 

But there are plenty of other phenom- 
ena wholly or partially inexplicable. It 
is easy to see why Rome trended down- 
ward when great 
slave-tilled farms 
Spread over what 
had once been a 
countryside of peas- 
ant proprietors, when greed and luxury 
and sensuality ate like acids into the 
fiber of the upper classes, while the mass 
of the citizens grew to depend, not upon 
their own_ exertions, but*upon the State, 
for their peresncee and their very liveli- 
hood But this does not explain why the 
forward movement stopped at different 
times, so far as different matters were 
concerned; at one time as regards litera- 
ture, at another time as regards architec- 
ture, at another time as regards city 
building.

The memories of men are short, and it 
is easy to forget how brief is this period 
of unquestioned supremacy of the s0- 


called white race. It Is 
but a thing of yester- 
day. During the thou- 
sand years which went 
before the opening of 
this era of European supremacy, the atti- 
tude of Asia and Africa, of Hun and Mon- 
gol, Turk and Tartar, Arab'‘and Moor, 


had on the whole been that of successful 
aggression against Hurope. More than a 
century passed after the voyages of Co- 
lumbus before the mastery in war began 
to pass from the Asiatic to the European. 
During that time Europe produced no 
Generals or conquerors able to stand com- 
parison with Selim and Solyman, Baber 
and Akbar. Then the HDuropean advance 
gathered momentum, until at the present 
time peoples of European blood hold do- 
minion over all America and Australia 
and the islands of the sea, over most of 
Africa, and the major half of Asia. 

Much of this world conquest is merely 
political, and such a conquest is always 
likely in the long run to vanish. But ver 
much of it represents not a merely politt- 
cal but an ethnic conquest; the intrusive 
people having elther exterminated or 
driven out the conquered peoples, or else 
having imposed upon them its tongue, 
law, culture, and religion, together with a 
strain of its blood. During this period 
substantially all of the world achieve- 
ments worth remembering are to be cred- 
ited to the people of Puropean descent. 
The first exception of any consequence is 
the wonderful rise of Japan within the 
last “age rg toe phenomenon unexam- 
pled in history, for both in blood and in 
culture the Japenese line of ancestral de- 
scent is as remote as possible from ours,

The Empire of Britain is vaster in space, 
in population, in wealth, in wide erik ope 4 
of possession, in a history of multiplie 
and manifold achievement of every kind, 
than even the glorious empire of Rome. 
Yet, unlike Rome, Britain has won do- 
minion in every cliime, has carried her 
flag by conquest and settlement to the 
uttermost ends of the earth at the very 
time that haughty and powerful rivals, in 
their abounding sroen, oF strong maturity, 
were er to set bounds to her greatness 
one to tear from her what she had won 
afar. 

England has peopled continents with her 
children, has swayed the destinies of 
teeming myriads of alien race, has ruled 
ancient monarchies, and wrested from all 
“— the right to the world’s waste 
spaces, while at home she has held her 
own before nations each of military power 
comparable to Rome's at her zenith. 

Rome fell by attack from without only 
because the {lls within her own borders had 
grown incurable. What !s true of your 
country, my hearers, is true of my own; 
while we should be vigilant against foes 
from without, yet we need never really 
fear them 80 long as we safeguard our- 
selves against the enemies within our 
own households; and these enemies are 
our own passions and follies. Free peo- 
ples can escape being mastered by others 
only by being able to master themselves. 

We Americans, and you people of the 
British Isles, alike need ever to keep In

Niebuhr hazarded the guess that all civ~ 
ilization was about to go down with a 
crash, that we were all about to share 
the fall of third and fourth century 
Rome—a respectable but painfully over- 
worked comparison. The fears once ex- 
pressed by the followers of Malthus as 
to the future of the world have proved 
groundless as regards the civilized por- 
tion of the world; it is strange indeed 
to look back at Carlyle’s prophecies of 
some seventy years ago and then think 
of the teeming life of achievement, the 
life of conquest of every kind, and of 
noble effort crowned by success which 
has been ours for the two generations 
since he complained to high Heaven that 
all the tales had been told and all the 
songs sung, and that all the deeds really 
wor doing had been done. I believe 
with all my heart that a great future re- 
mains for us; but whether it does or 
does not, our duty Is not altered. How- 
ever the battle may he the soldier worthy 
of the name will with utmost vigor do

Just as little can we afford to 
follow the doctrinaires of an impossible— 
and incidentally of a highly undesirable— 
social revolution which, in destroying in- 
dividual rights Gncludng property rghts) 
and the family, would destroy the two 
chief agents in the advance of mankind 
and the two chief reasons why either the 
advance or the preservation of mankin 
is worth while. 

It is an evil and a dreadful thing to be 
callous to sorrow and suffering, and blind 
to our duty to do all things possible for 
the betterment of social conditions. But 
it is an unspeakably foolish thing to 
strive for this betterment by means so de- 
structive that they would leave no social 
conditions to better. In dealing with all 
these social probl with the intimate 
relations of the family, with wealth in 
private use and business use, with labor, 
with poverty, the one prime necessity is 
to rcomember that, though hardness of 
heart ig a great ovil, it is no greater an 











valiantly in defeat ag in victory. 

Come what will, we belong to peoples 
who have not yielded to the craven fear 
of being great. In the ages that have 
gone by the great nations, the nations 
that have expanded and that have played 
a mighty part in the world have in the 
end grown old and weakened and van- 
ished; but so have the nations whose only 
thought was to avoid all danger, all ef- 
fort, who would risk nothing, and who 
therefore gained nothing. In the end the 
same fate may overwhelm all alike; but 
the memory of the one type perishes 
with it, while the other leaves its mark 
deep on the history of all the future of 
mankind. 

A nation that seemingly dies may be 
born again: and even though in the 
physical sense it die utterly, it may yet 
hand down a history of 
heroic achievement, and 
for all time to come 
may profoundly influ- 
ence the nations that 
arise tn its place by the impress of what 
it has done. Best of all is {t to do our 
part well, and at the same time to see 
our blood live young and vital in men and

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THE RAILROAD TRADE. 

Tt was on the last day of May, 
nine days ago, that Attorney General 
WICKERSHAM applied for and secured 
an injunction restraining the perform- 
ance of certain unlawful acts by a 
combination or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade known as the Western Trunk 
Téne Committee. That committee, Mr. 
WYcKERSHAM declared in his petition, 
was an organization of railroads which, 
“intending to monopolize the trans- 
portation, traffic, trade, and commerce 
between the different States, did com- 
bine, conspire, confederate, and unlaw- 
fully agree to organize and become 
members in the Western Trunk Line 
Committee * * * as a means of sup- 
pressing all competition between said 
éefendants.”” Under the Anti-Trust act 
this combination is illegal, and its mem- 
bers are guilty of a misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by fine or imprisonment, or 
both. The purpose of the injunction, 
as Mr. WICKERSHAM announced, was to 
‘break up this conspiracy, to dissolve 
and destroy altogether the Western 
Trunk Line Committee. 

Since May 31 no new statute govern- 
ing these matters has been enacted, 
there has been no amendment of exist- 
ing law. But upon the high authority 
of the President of the United States it 
fs announced that, the railroad com- 
panies having complied with his request 

“that they for the present desist from 
their attempts to increase freight rates, 
he will cause the petition for the in- 
Junction to be withdrawn. This West- 
ern combination in restraint of trade, 
this illegal conspiracy for the suppres- 
sion of competition, these conspirators 
whose offense is punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, are let off, 
they go scot free, the illegal competition 
is not punished or dissolved, it etill 
exists. 

If this does not mean that we are 
under a Government of men and not of 
laws, then we do not know how to de- 
fine the proceedings had at the White 
House when President Tart and some 
of the chief men of his Administration 
met the railroad Presidents in confer- 
ence on Monday. The laws remain as 
they were, the violators of the laws 
continue to offend, since their combina- 
tion has not been dissolved, but prose- 
cution ceases. It was the combina- 
tion, not the rate increase, that con- 
stituted the crime. The proceeding to 
enforce the laws has been abandoned. 
Manifestly men, not the laws, coptrol. 

That unconquerable truth having 
been arrived at by a contemplation of 
facts of which the import cannot be 
concealed or mistaken, it will be inter- 
esting to inquire who got the better of 
the bargain made at the White House 
between the Administration and the 
railroad men. We think it was the Ad- 
ministration. In the first place, the 
President has extricated himself from 
a sea of troubles—from two seas of 
trouble, indeed, widely differing in their 
mature. He has escaped the unknown 
porils of the shock to confidence caused 
by getting out the injunction. The 
railroad men have been unjustly abused 
for “wild talk.” . It seems to us that 
their conduct and speech have been 
exemplary. There has been no wild 
talk. They pointed out that to forbid 
en increase-of rates at a time when 
-operating cost has risen very largely 
mould have a bad effect upon business, 
that it would diminish the power of the 
railroads to borrow upon favorable 
terms. Anybody can see that that Is 
a reasonable statement. It is so rea- 
sonable that there was & great proba- 
bility that the activity of trade and 
business would be seriously checked 
and that depression would follow. If 
that outlook was not altogether to the 
liking of President Tart, we may say 
that his prudence in avoiding the possi- 
ble danger was becoming. He has 
avoided it. It appears that he has bet- 
tered himself politically, and that is 
the second point which he has gained. 
The infunction delighted the insurgents, 
telegrams poured into Washington ap- 
fiauding this new attack upon the rail- 
roads. The news comes that the West 
§s now better satisfied with the Admin- 
4stration. As it has been very much 
dissatisfied, as the Administration was 
politically in a bad way, this gain was 
of no little importance to the President. 
If, as the cynics declare, the move was 
chiefly for politics, it must be admitted 
that it has been successful. 

The railroads gain nothing save pres- 
ent peace. They profess a satisfaction 
which the more far-sighted among 
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for their financial stability, then they 
will have to economize for many 
months to come until the ultimate set- 
tlement contemplated in the White 
House bargain is reached. The trade 
was conditioned not upon the laws as 
they are now, but upon the enactment 
of a pending bill. ‘This measure is the 
result of interminable bickering, com- 
promises, and surrenders between the. 
regulars and the insurgents. It is, as 
it stands, a patchwork acceptable to 
neither side, a harum-scarum project 
of legislation to which the insurgents 
of the House have during the last 
two days been ready to give effect 
by playing a trick upon the Senate, 
accepting the misshapen bill as it came 
down from that body in preference to 
intrusting it to the mercies of a con- 
ference committee. Under the terms of 
that bill the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission will have power to pass 
upon rate schedules filed by the rall- 
roads, but the Commission will take its 
time about it. If it is unable to de- 
termine within four months whether 
the proposed rates are reasonable, it 
will be authorized to take an additional 
six months. Congress evidently has 
little faith in the capacity of the Com- 
mission for the dispatch of business. 
It would be a year before a railroad 
could know whether its rates would be 
accepted, for the section authorizing 
the Commission’s determination would 
not take effect until sixty days after 
the passing of the bill. The President 
urges {in his message sent to Congress 
yesterday that this be amended to 
provide that the Commission’s powers 
shall run from the date of signature 
If the railroads are in real danger of 
financial embarrassment through the 
present unfavorable ratio of income to 
outgo, there will be plenty of time for 
some of them to go to smash before 
higher rate echedules will be approved. 
If they call the compromise a victory, 
they must take a very complacent view 
of their situation. 

Meanwhile the fundamenta) question 
of the reasonableness of the increased 
rates gets no attention. Mr. Tart did 
not seem to be interested in that sub- 
ject. The enthusiastic railroad haters 
of the West know nothing about it, care 
nothing about ft. It is a matter of in- 
difference to them, apparently, whether 
the railroads need larger revenues or 
not. The main thing is to cudgel them. 
The most pathetic figure in the trans- 
action {s Attorney General WIcCKERs- 
HAM. He was elated over his midnight 
injunction, he thought a great victory 
had been won, and he had set off jor- 
ously in full pursuit of the trade-re- 
straining conspirators. Suddenly his 
injunction is withdrawn over his head, 
his flying coat tafls are seized by a 
powerful restraining hand, and he is 
hustled to the rear. We should say that 
an Attorney General thus treated might 
feel that his capacity for usefulness 
to the Administration had been fatally 
impaired. 








WHO IS THE ENEMY? 

President Tart says Socialism is the 
enemy. VICTOR BERGER says Republic- 
anism is the enemy. Between two 
such excellent authorities upon Soctal- 
ism and Republicanism it might be 
hard to choose without assistance from 
current facts. Were the Socialist in 
the place of the Republican at the pres- 
ent time, and were the Socialist re- 
sponsible for the same things as the 
Republican, it would be necessary to 
admit that the Socialist is right. 

But the conditions are otherwise. 
The Socialist is not the President, and 
is not likely ever to be if any argu- 
ment can be drawn from the results of 
one Republican President after another 
acting in the Socialist manner. Soctal- 
ism is the enemy, as is made clear from 
both Democratic and Republican ad- 
ventures with it. When both parties 
become convinced of the truth of this, 
and become once more respectively 
Democratic and Republican in the old- 
fashioned manner, then old-fashioned 
good times and good politics will be 
with us once more. 








A “MATRIX OF SILVER.” 

Dr. F. W. Lanep of Scranton, Penn., 
is an alchemist of the Middle Ages. 
He is no modern transmutationist. His 
theories differ from those of RAMSAY, 
Soppy, and Mme. Curr; he is not in- 
terested in radium, which, though cost- 
ly and mutable, is not a precious metal 
The unfortunate banker DrIcKINsSoN 
breathed in LanGn’s laboratory fumes 
such as poisoned the watchers of the 
crucibles of PARACELSUS, SIMON For- 
MAN of Lambeth, and JrrRomm Car- 
DAN. Theories of medicine and biol- 
ogy, as in the case of the mediaeval 
hermetists, are mingled in the alchem- 
ical doctrine of Lanap. To the elixir, 
the magisterium, the magnum opus, the 
mastery, and the quintessence, alternate 
names for the philosopher’s stone, 
LANGD adds his “ matrix,” a biological 
expression for the plasma from which 
his structures of pure silver grow. 

In a statement made to The World 
Dr. LANGE says that lhe was graduated 
from the Hahnemann Medical College 
after studying chemistry at Wesleyan 
under “the world-wide-known Prof. 
ATWATER,” and natural science under 
Prof. Conn; that he became deeply 
versed in the speculations about the 
origin of species, and “from this gen- 
eral conclusion of the arguments in 
the origin of species I allowed myself 
to investigate as to a probable origin 
of things in the inorganic world.” He 
adds: \ 


It must be credited to my Dbfological 
training that I got the idea ag to the 
origins of elementary inorganic mat- 
ter, particularly such as relate to sgil- 
ver and the elements derived from sil- 


“The Alchemist” say that by the use 
of mercury and sulphur, or thelr attri- 
butes, which “are the parents of all 
other mettalls.’’ he can 

proguce the species of each mettall 

More perfect thence, than nature doth 

in earth. 

And Paracersus declared that “ there 
abides in nature a certain form of mat- 
ter which, being discovered and brought 
by art to perfection, converts to itself, 
proportionately, all imperfect bodies 
that it touches.” As the green shoot 
from the seed, so might one metal 
spring from another by a mixture of 
bager elements in which is involved the 
genetic principle. This principle had 
three aspects, in one aspect supplying 
the key to animal existence, in another 
to vegetable processes, and in the third 
to mineral and metallic evolution. Of 
the last Dr. LANG® speaks: 

I have finally, having gone through 
all kinds of reactions in my own 
health and body, as well as the reaoc- 
tions evidenced in the test of the cru- 
cible furnace, procured what seemed 
to me the most marvelous result, in 
that the quantity of the element sil- 
ver, in connection with the other sub- 
stance that I call fluxes, evolved a 
metal substantially equal to the com- 
bined weight of all, and the test that 
I gave it proved it to be substantially 
pure ailver. 

This matrix differs from the ordinary 
silver of commerce in that, in combina- 
tion with silver and the baser metals, 
and at small cost, Dr. Lane pretends 
to produce the precious metal by whole- 
sale. He is not surprised at the skepti- 
cism aroused by his discovery; he con- 
fesses that he has himself “ spent many 
months overcoming in my mind, In the 
most crucial way, the things that startle 
and tend to disprove the intrinsic sub- 
stance [the matrix] of things as they 
have been long established.” 

A sample of his silver—the matrix It- 
self and its composition are withheld, 
and will not be divulged save to men 
who can invest large sums in its ex- 
ploitation—was tested on Monday in 
the Federal Assay Office in Wall Street 
and was found to be pure. Why Dr. 
LANGE needs money to buy silver in 
order to make more silver, now that he 
has a nucleus of bullion, he cannot ex- 
plain, any more than the alchemists of 
old could explain logically their need of 
ready cash. The doctor was asked: 


Q.—What is ‘the largest amount of 
silver you have made in one day? 

Dr. Lanes—One hundred and thirty 
pounds, and, moreover, I sold it 

Q.—How long have you been making 
silver? 

A.—A year; that is, ft is a year since 
I perfected it. 

Q.—If che metal you make is pure 
silver why do you have to go out for 
more silver to add to your formula? 
Why don't you just keep on doubling 
the siiver you make? If it is silver 
and analyzes silver, why do you have 
to buy anybody else’s silver? 

A—Now you are getting too close. 
There are some things about this mat- 
ter that I cannot talk of, and that is 
one of them. 

But we are not persuaded that he is 
consciously a fraud. Dr. Lanor is 
known in Scranton as an able and rep- 
utable physician. In pursuing his al- 
chemical studies he says that he has 
sought out and consulted “ principally 
men who were interested as I am.” 
Perhaps he could produce from his 
letter files voluminous correspondence 
with members of the hermetic and al- 
chemical societies that survive” in 
France, the orders of the Martinists and 
the Rosicrucians. Certainly he is not to 
be classed with the Rev. P. F. JERNE- 
GAN, who a dozen years ago sailed away 
with the $200,000 capital of his company 
formed to extract gold from sea water, 
or with the two men from Kansas who 
gulled New Yorkers in 1902 with their 
secret of extracting crystal grains of 
precious metal from the scales of the 
goldfish. 


THE ARMY MANOEUVRES. 

Beginning Thursday of this week the 
State bodies of the National Guard and 
the regular army, working together, 
will put in operation the most compre- 
hensive manoeuvres over a wide terri- 
tory yet planned in this country. Be- 
fore the campaign is ended the worth 
of every arm of the service at encamp- 
ments near Atascadero, Cal.; Chicka- 
mauga Park, Ga.; American Lake, 
Wash.; Leon Springs, Texas; Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, outside Indianap- 
olis; Sparta, Wis.; Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyo., and Fort Riley, Kan., besides 
the ten encampments of the Depart- 
ment of the East, altogether extending 
over forty States, will have been tested 
to a nicety by the sharp demands of 
preparations stopping short only of 
actual combat. The conditions of war- 
fare will be carefully simulated, its 
rules and strategy rehearsed, and the 
decisions of the umpires upon the tac- 
tics of the rival forces will take the 
place of bullets. 

Of what usé will be these manoeu- 
vrings of soft troops with regulars? In 
the first place, they will demonstrate 
how best, in a time of National emer- 
gency, the National Guardsmen may be 
mustered in and brought into fighting 
trim as part of the available force of 
defense. The men will learn how to 
care for themselves in the field; they 
will learn the need of well-fitting and 
broken-in footgear and of bathing the 
feet; how to adjust their clothing to 
permit of free movement; how best to 
pack, and march, and carry their loads; 
the advantages of cover, the methods 
of passing obstacles, the adjustment of 
arms, and, most important of all, the 
art of cooking while in active service. 

The reward to the militiaman who 
makes the necessary personal sacrifices 
to these ends is not small. He is a dis- 
eiblined citizen. He respects the laws 
of man and of nature, and can adapt 
himself to them to the greatest advan- 
tage. To the officers, especially those 
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commanding the larger units in the| 
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manoeuvres, the results obtained are of 
inestimable value. In the large thea- 
tres of operations, each extending, 
where practicable, over a field of from 
one to two thousand square miles, 
problems of entraining and embark- 
ing, of landing, establishing camps and 
lines of communfeation, providing san- 
itary quarters, adjusting the hours of 
work, ahd opposing the hostile armies, 
may be solved as in the beginnings of 


‘war. 
The country will be benefited, and in | 


two ways. It will have a better 
trained army and militia at small cost 
—the manoeuvres in Massachusetts this 
Summer will cost the Federal Govern- 
ment less than $100,000—and at the 
same time its eyes will be opened as in 
no other way to the inadequacy of its 
forces, not only to defend ninety mill- 
fons of people, but even to furnish forth 
an expeditionary force of size. It is 
significant, too, that the manoeuvres 
are to begin with exercises of the coast 
artillery in the East, for they will dem- 
onstrate that the defenses of our cities 
on the seaboard are poorly equipped, 
and badly need the support of a capa- 
ble and mobile army.

that the Liverpool bankers who had ac- 
cepted drafts against bills of lading is- 
sued on cotton in Alabama had refused 
payment, in order to test the responsi- 
bility for such worthless documents as 
the new law is designed to prohibit. 
The action is especially interesting, for 
foreign commerce is base’ in large part 
upon bills of lading, and it is proposed 
to make sttch commercial documents 
the basis of currency issued either un- 
der the present emergency currency 
law or under the amended banking law 
whenever it shall be passed. 

It will be remembered that fn the 
Knight, Yancey & Co. case Dills of 
lading were issued although the cotton 
never was received by the carrier. This 
was made possible by loose ways of do- 
ing business in order to facilitate it. 
Bills of lading were issued in blank for 
cotton to be received, and cotton actu- 
ally received was allowed to be deliv- 
ered for purposes of classification and 
reshipment on the same bills, or new 
bills, sometimes duplicates. In the Du- 
rant and Blmore case the grain was re- 
ceived and delivered, but the formality 
of calling in the bills of lading was 
overlooked. The consequence was that 
the holders of the bills of lading called 
for grain of which the carrier had lost 
possession. It is obvious that business 
cannot be done with confidence on any 
such basis. It is unthinkable that such 
assets should be made the basis for an 
issue of currency. In both respects the 
reform is fundamentally necessary. 

The bill passed on Monday provides 
that the carrier shall be responsible for 
the agent’s signature, regardiess of 
whether or not the goods _receipted for 
were delivered. The issue of the bill is 
made conclasive, and the question can- 
not be raised. In like manner the car- 
rier is made responsible for taking up 
the bill when the goods are delivered, or 
for responding to any demand based 
upon the document left outstanding by 
his carelessness. Forged documents, it 
is provided, are not annulled, but re- 
main good for their original tenor. 
Doubtless these requirements seem 
stringent by comparison with previous 
free and easy methods, but it cannot 
be said that they are any more strin- 
gent than is necessary if confidence is 
to be preserved in these basic commer- 
cial documents. 

The disturbance to business by the 
shock to confidence through the two 
conspicuous cases above mentioned has 
been such that an attempt has been 
made to remedy it by commercial meth- 
ois. At the instance of the Southeast- 
ern Cotton Buyers’ Association it was 
arranged that delegates should be sent 
to Europe to secure the acceptance of 
bills of lading certified by banks at the 
point of origin. The certification would 
not be a guarantee, nor an actionable 
indorsement, such as is the basis of the 
rediscount system of Europe. It is 
merely a way of lessening the distrust 
felt in American commercial documents 
through recent incidents. The impor- 
tance of regularizing the condition un- 
der which bills of lading are issued and 
redeemed appears from the fact that a 
bale of cotton passes through five bank- 
ing operations, on an average, between 
its leaving the fields here and reaching 
the manufacturer abroad. <As the ex- 
ports are in the hundreds of millions of 
dollars, cotton bills alone are redupli- 
cated to an enormous total, and the 
same is true of grain bills.

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candidates {t would seem as if that were 
& matter to be easily adjusted. Surely 
the Chief does not want stupid men un- 
der him, and as surely he would not 
contend that there is any natural incom- 
patibility between infelligence and chest 
expansion. If the examiners are demand- 
ing too much in the way of knowledge 
of the sort commonly called ‘* book learn- 
ing "’—that utterly different thing from 
intelligence—of course they are making 
a serious mistake, but it is not an ir- 
remediable one or one that can be cured 
only by the abandonment of the system 
with which Mr. Croxmr is so discon- 
tented. 

The Civil Service Commissioners will 
doubtless hear with respect any advice 
he may have to offer as to the tests 
they should apply. They are as much 
opposed to incompetency in the Fire De- 
partment as he is, and as grieved as he 
when firemen lose their lives because of 
it. If he can tell them the particular 
type of man from whom courage and obe- 
dience are confidently to be expected they 
will at least try to get such men, and he 
should not too soon despair of their abil- 
ity to do so. And he forgets, too, that 
there {s nothing in “civil service"’ to 
prevent the elimination. from the depart- 
ment of men whose tncompetency for the 
performance of its hard and dangerous 
tasks has besa demonstrated. He tends 
& little too much, perhaps, toward im- 
patience and irascibility. That is hinted 
by his remarks about ‘“ body-snatchers,” 
whio.w is not a pretty term to apply to 
the doctors merely because their ideas 
as to when a fireman should go to the 
hospital differ from his own. 


President MELLEN’S 
prompt and emphatic 
Hastily repudiation of the cu- 

rious stretching to which 
Corrected. his road was subjected 
by-the makers of its new timetable will 
be received with mingled emotions by the 
New Haven commuters. Of course, they 
will rejoice over the elimination of one 
excuse for raising rates, but, on the other 
hand, they will mourn the loss of a most 
beautiful grievance against the manage- 
ment of the road—a grievance which they 
could have used effectively and eloquent- 
ly in their fight for the maintenance of 
the old rates. A good grievance is an ex- 
cellent thing for many purposes, and 
when “the public’ ventures to with- 
stand an opponent as redoubtable as the 
New Haven Railway it cannot have too 
many of them. At this writing President 
MELLEN has not explained who made 
what he harshly calls “the senseless 
blunder ”’ of increasing all the distances 
between this city and Stamford. The 
characterization is certainly most apt, for 
the change could not have been announced 
at a time when it would be more bitterly 
resented or more keenly investigated, but 
it would be interesting to know whether 
the old or the new measurements are cor~ 
rect. For many years the distances have 
stood in the tables; not roughly estimat- 
ed, but carefully computed to two decimal 
places, and between the engineers who 
made them and those who must have de- 
cided that the distances were all some- 
thing like two miles out of the way there 
ought to be a very pretty controversy. 
One thing is sure—the length of the line 
has not been increased by any recent 
changes in it. On the contrary, it has 
been shortened a bit by the recent ter- 
minal changes, as all the commuters well 
know from their daily walks up and down 
the weary inclines and stairways that 
now separate the arrived or waiting trains 
from Forty-second Street. A cynic sug- 
gests that it was for the use of these 
“facilities " that the passengers were to 
be charged, but of course the cynic ts 
wrong, as usual.” President M®mLULEN, it 
will be observed, has not denied that the 
new schedule of distances is correct; he 
only says that its announcement at this 
Suncture was a “‘senseless blunder.”” So 
perhaps the commuters will get back their 
grievance later. While there is life there 
is hope. 


A Mistake 


If the uprising in Yuca- 
Mexico’s tan is merely a revolt of 
New the Maya Indians, it of 
course amounts to nothing, 
Problem. since its more or less 
prompt suppression is tnevitable. How- 
ever just the cause of the rebels, and 
there is reason for believing that they 
have long been the victims of ruthless 
oppression, they cannot possibly lIong 
withstand the troops that Mexico will 
promptly send against them, and the 
greater their early successes may be 
the. heavier will be their punishment in 
the end. 

Of all the Mexican Indians, only one 
tribe, the Yaquis, have even shown ca- 
pacity for real fighting or a determina- 
tion to have liberty or death, and even 
the Yaquis have at last been worn 
down almost as much in spirit as in 
numbers, The Mayas are a gentler folk, 
and if, as supposed, they are descend- 
ants of the possibly autochthonous peo- 
ple who built the great temples of carved 
stone that have attracted so many puzzled 
archaeologists to the forests of Yucatan 
their degeneracy is obvious. 

It is hardly conceivable, however, that 
the Mayas would have risen of their own 
impulse or leadership, and the serfous- 
ness of their revolt depends on the iden- 
tity of the white men who incited them 
to action. That will probably soon be 
known, and then some guess as to the 
probable effect on Mexico’s political des- 
tiny can be made. The future of a one- 
man country is not reassuring—when the 
one man is very old.

There is no watering place, 
or place for living the year around, where 
the resident or visitor, the working man or 
the literary man can live on less income 
than he can at Saratoga Springs, Sara- 
toga, while it provides amply for the tastes 
and wants of the rich, is ingenuous and 
generous without example in its opportuni- 
ties for those who have not a fortune to 
spend in trying to save their lives and get 
a little pleasure out of life.

FRENCH CORPORATION LAW. 
Minority of Stockholders May Gain 


Control of the Company. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read your article printed to-day on 
** Blection Reform Issue in France." Permit 
me to call you attention to the next to the 
last paragraph of the article, which reads: 


It is interesting to note that in Franca, 
where majorities rule in politics, in busi- 
ness affairs, for instance, stock companies 
and corporations, the law takes particular 
pains to prevent an individual or two from 
controlling. 


This is not strictly true. The French law 
allows the organizers of a stock corporation 
to fix and to limft, as they deem advisable, 
the number of votes to which each shareholder 
may be entitled, whatever be the’ number of 
shares held by him, but this ts only a faculta- 
tive and is not a binding disposition. The or- 
geanizers may decide that each shareholder 
shall have one vote for each share; in such 
case nothing would prevent one or two indi- 
viduals from controlling the corporation, but 
they may decide, as it is done frequently, that 
a shareholder shall have one vote only for each 
five or ten shares held by him, and that in any 
évent he shall not have more than ten or 
twenty votes fn all. By this last provision the 
minority is sometimes in a position to control, 
as you state it does in the Suez Canal Com- 
pany. Whatever be the means of control adopt- 
ed, the question is one to be governed entirely 
by the by-laws of the company, and the rule 
may be different for each separate corporation. 

Once the number of votes to which each 
shareholder is entitled has been determined, a 
majority of the votes is necessary to pass valid 
resolutions.

But They Recovered Amid the Joys of 
the Rolling Meadows—Need for 
* More Playgrounds Shown. 





“Ys this grass, teacher?” asked Ida 


Safonsky of Ridge Street. 

“ Why, yes, child.” 

“It is soft, is it not?” cried out Ida 
Safonsky in her best school English, and 
fell upon as much of the ten acres as she 
could cover in the level green west of the 
Mall in Central Park yesterday afternoon. 
She rolled around in the green grass as 
a little miser might roll in a heap of gold, 
utterly regardless of her white dress un- 
til the time came for the 8,000. school 
girls to do their folk dances on this ten 
acres of ground, 

For there yesterday afternoon were held 
the games and dances of the Girls’ 
Branch of the Public School Athletise 
League, Most of the girls were between 
16 and 14 years old, though a few of them 
were less. This was the fourth annual 
festivai under auspices of the girls’ 
branch of the organization. The ten-acre 
green had been roped off for the occasion, 
and in the centre the band of the Com- 
mercial High School of Brooklyn played. 

At 3 o’clock the troops representing 
schools all over Manhattan, the Brenx, 
Brooklyn, and Queens began to march 


In companies of from 
twenty to a hundred they descended upon 
the park from yA directions, the roped 
fence falling before them. The scene 
would have been martial if it had been 
stern and less beautiful. 


Ribbons Marked the Schools, 


All the 3,000 wore white dresses, but the 
ribbons in their hair told ‘from what 
school they came, and to what grade they 
belonged. Each company grouped itself 
around a May poise, on which the streame 
ers corresponded to their hair ribbons. 

The teachers reported that fewer of 
the girls were ill from the unaccustomed 
car ride than in former years. Some of 
the girls ride in a train so seldom that a 
trip on the Subway for ten or fifteen 
minutes makes them as ill as @ great 
journey across the sea makes most people. 

This is especially true of the east side 
children. One teacher of a school in 
Rivington Street said that she had gliris 
who had never made a trip on the ele- 
vated railroad, which is two blocks away 
from where they live. For these children 
the days are taken up in going to and 
from school, in working inside the tene- 
ments, and in studying, with a little street 
playing. 

Last Summer these dances and games 
were held in Van Cortlandt Park, and 
the Subway trip away up there was such 
an exciting and unaccustomed thing that 
half of the delegations of some of the 
lower east side schools were not up to a 
dance when they got there. 

Ida Safonsky said she was a little ill 
when she started, but the sight of the 
green field brought her back to _ full 
health and joy. She came with the dele- 
gation from School 131, in Second Street, 
near Avenue C. 

At 4:30 o’clock all the children had 
arrived and taken their positions. Around 
the roped fence there were several hun- 
dred spectators, and on reserved seats in- 
Side the inclosure were the guests, includ- 
ing City Superintendent of Education 
Maxwell, President of the Board of Bdu- 
cation Winthrop, Mrs. William J. Gavnor, 
Mrs. James Speyer, Mrs. Henry N. Tifft, 
Miss Elizabeth Burchenal, who has in- 
structed all the teachers in the dances, 
and Catherine S. Leverich, one of the Di- 
rectors of the League. 

At 4:30 o’clock the band struck up, and 
most of the 3,000 children got in line for 
the first dance. Each group did its dance 
around its own May pole, but all at the 
same-time, There were ten numbers, in- 
cluding a Russian dance, the May pole 
dance. the caroussel, and several speci- 
ally selected races/ all having for their 
purpose enjoyable exercise and the de- 
velopment of grace. After each number 
the spectators broke into applause that 
ran in & wave around the ten acres. 

When the troops were getting ready -to 
go home, three little girls from the Hester 
Street neighborhood came puffing into the 
enclosure, their hair parted in the middle 
and combed down slick across their heads, 
their .white dresses unruffled, and with 
their school colors in their hair. 

They were all at sea among the 8,000 
children. They were beginning to despair 
of getting into the dance at all when one 
of the members of the league stopped 
them and looked at papers pinned across 
their breasts. They said they could speak 
but little English, that their particular 
School was not represented on 6 green, 
but that they wanted to get into the 
dance. They did their dances by them- 
selves, and felt tHat they were as much 
a& part of the festival as anybody. 

Miss Leverich, director of the Public 
Schools Athletic League, said that manv 
of thé children had been trained for the 
dances between rows of school desks, be- 
cause they hadn’t any. playgrounds of 
their own. 


Playgrounds Close Too Farly. 


“It is a fact, too,” she went on, “ that 
althoygh a large number of the schools 
have playgrounds of their own, these are 
closed up after school, and the children 
must either stay at homa or play in the 


street, where, on account of the increas- 
iug traffic, they are always in danger of 
being run over. There is many a roomy 
playground out of which the children are 
turned at 8 o’clock, when a man appears 
and locks it 111 up behind iron gates, 

For between $60,000 and $100,000 a 
year all these playgrounds could be kept 
—— until late in the afternoon, and the 
children could use them instead of the 
streets. The additional expense would 
be for Inspectors and Supervisors, who 
would have to be kept until late in the 
afternoon both to guard the children and 
train them. 

‘The Board of Estimate has been asked 
time and time again to grant an allowance 
so that these playgrounds might serve 
their full usefulness, but it has always 
said it could not afford that much a year. 
The figures I give are only a rough esti- 
mate. The amont might be Idss; it could 
hardly be more. 

“Of course, the children ought to have 
great playgrounds of their own in addition 
to the more or less small school play- 
grounds. Chicago can provide them for 
her children; New York should be able 
to do as much as Chica along this line, 
if not more. But so long as the city 
hasn’t these great playgrounds for the 
children it might provide for the full use- 
fulness of the grounds it has already 
bought and paid for. 

“Children will play. The city in Its 
growth has taken away from many of 
them the usual playing B marge: children 
have, even the streets. or the streets 
are now too dangerous to be used for 
that purpose, not taking into considera- 
tion other disadvantages of street playing. 
Still, the streets are the most available 
playgrounds New York’s children as a 
class have, and the éity must either pro- 
vide for additional play placcs for them 
or get them killed by traffic.”

EX-CAPT. CHAPMAN DEAD. 


Man Who Ralded the Famous Seeley 
Dinner Passes Away. 








Ex-Police Capt. George S. Chapman died 
yesterday at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Alfred M. Deas of 862 West Second Street, 
New Brighton, S. I, He was 68 years old, 
and retired from the police force several 
years ago, 

Perhaps no former Captain of police 
enjoved more popularity or was more 
widely known than Chapman. From the 
luxuriant growth of side whiskers which 
adorned his face he was known as “Whis- 
kers.”’ He was in command of the Ten- 
derloin Station for a year or more. While 
there he was made famous by the song, 
“The Czar of the Tenderloin,” sung on 
a Broadway stage by a man who imper- 
sonated him. 

Capt. Chapman’s chief claim to fame, 
perhaps, was his raid of the Seeley din- 
ner. This took place at Sherry’s on the 
night of Dec. 19, 1806. Herbert B. Seeley 

ave the dinner to his brother, Clinton 

arnum Seeley, who was about to be 
married. When the dinner was at its 
height Capt. Chapman invaded the dining 
room, saying that he had ftnformation 
that indecent dances were to be ven 
there by ‘Little Egypt’’ and others. 
Several prominent men were at the din- 
ner. The affair was the subject of much 
discussion throughout the country and 
caused a police investigation. 

Capt. Chapman was for a time stationed 
at the Mercer Street Station. He entered 
the Police Department on May 1, 1877. 
He became a Roundsman in 1882, and five 
years later was made a Sergeant, the rank 
now known as Lieutenant. It was not 
until 1896 that he reached the rank of 
Captain. He received his education in the 
public achools. 


GEN. SIR WM. F. BUTLER DEAD. 


Warned British That Boers Were Pre- 
paring for War and Was Recalled. 


LONDON, June 7.—Gen. Sir William 
Francis Butler, the officer who warned 


the British War Office in 1899 that the 
Boers were preparing for war and was 
recalled from his post as a reward for 
his vigilance, died to-day in his seventy- 
third year. He was born in 1838 at Ban- 
sha Castle, Bansha, a ge ndy: where he 
maintained his home till the time of his 
death. Sir William Butler in 1867 went 
to Canada and took part three years later 
in the repulse of the Fenian raid from 
this country. He was later selected by 
the then Sir Garnet Wolseley for the 
Red River expedition, and in 1878 he went 
baba the same commander to the gold 
coast. 

After going twice to South Africa Sir 
William Butler was sent to Egypt in 1882 
at the time of Arabi Pacha’s rebellion, 
and took part in the battles of l Magfar 
and Tel-el-kKebir. 

In addition to his military genius Sir 
William enjoyed considerable fame as an 
author. His best-known works were ‘‘ The 
Great Tone Land,” ‘“‘ The Wild North 
Land,” ‘‘ Charles George Gordon,” ‘‘ The 
Cam align of the Cataracts,” and “ Red 
Cloud, the Solitary Sioux.”

He was born in St. John, N, B., and came to 
Boston when he was 21. In 1857 he took up 
farming and continued to work in his garden 
until an hour before his death... He leaves a 
daughter and four sons, one of the latter being 
John FP. Mahony of 237 Bainbridge Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Judge PETER TIFPRNAN, for, thirty-nine 
years a Justice of the Peace of Richmond 
County, died of heart disease at hig: home in 
‘Tompkinsville, 8S.

His Home, The Grange, in 
Toronto, in His 87th Year. 





EX-PROFESSOR AT CORNELL 





His History of United States Remark- 
able for the Severity of His Judg- 
ment on American Statesmen. 





TORONTO, June 7.—Prof. Goldwin 
Smith died this afternoon at the Grange, 
his home here. Since Feb. 5 Prof. Smith 
had not left his room save on a few oc- 
casions when, at his request, he was car- 
ried to his library. On that date while 
walking in the hall of his home he slippea 
and fell heavily. The shock was great, 
and he was confined to his bed. Two 
days afterward an examination revealed 
the fact that his right thigh bone had 
been broken. It was announced that 
on account of his advanced age, 87, the 
surgeons in attendance would make no 
attempt to unite the two parts of the 
fractured bone. 

Goldwin Smith was born in England at 
Reading on Aug. 23, 1823. He was the 
son of a practicing physician. He was 
sent to Eton and then to Oxford, and had 
already sufficiently developed his liberal 
views. to win over his father from his 
sturdy Toryism. 

At Oxford his career as an undergradu- 
ate was distinguished. At first entered 
at Christ Church, he soon won a demy- 
ship, or scholarship, at Magdalen College. 
Within five years he carried off all the 
classical trophies of the university, the 
Hertford and the Ireland prizes, a first 
class in “ greats,” or the final classical 
examination for the B. A. degree, the 
Latin verse, and the Latin essay prizes, 
and was finally elected in 1847 to a fel- 
lowship at University College. 

In 1855 The London Saturday Review 
began its career with a staff of unusually 
brilliant writers. Among them were Lord 
Robert Ceclii, afterward Lord Salisbury, 
Prime Minister of England; Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, and Sir Henry Maine. 
Goldwin Smith was their colleague, and 
his trenchant pen, with its biting satire, 
helped to formulate the tradition of that 
periodical. He wrote also for The Lon- 
don Dally News and other journals, and 
was also a member of the Royal Com- 
mission on Popular Education. 

In 1858 Mr. Smith was elected Regtius 
Professor of History at Oxford, a posi- 
tion carrying with it a salary of $3,250 a 
year and an acknowledged position in the 
intellectual society of England. Hse was 
selected to hold a special history class for 
King Edward VII., and by the incisive 
style of his lectures and the boldness of 
his views attracted much attention. 

His father died in 1868, and he accepted 
the Chair of English and Constitutional 
History at Cornell University. In 1863 he 
wrote a remarkable work entitled ‘‘ Does 
the Bible Sanction American Slavery? ”’ 
and an essay ‘‘In the Morality of the 
Emancipation Proclamation.’’ He had, 
moreover, during the reform crisis in 
England in 1866 advised British working- 
men to leave the country where they re- 
ceived such small recognition to seek el- 
bow room across the Atlantic. 

To the ardent lover of America the time 
of his advent seems to have been some- 
what unfortunate. The Alabama Claims 
were still unsettled, and Dr. Smith—he 
had received the degree of LI.D. from 
Brown University during a former visit 
in 1864—found a distinctly anti-British 
feeling prevalent. The feelings of the 
Irish at that time ran extremely high, 
and he complained bitterly that Ameri- 
cans would never do justice to English at- 
tempts to conciliate Ireland. He staved 
at Ithaca for only three years, and then 
took up his residence in Toronto. 

From 1871, however, Dr. Smith entered 
on his career as a publicist, by which he 
will be chiefly rernembered. He married 
in 1875 Mrs. Harriet Boulton, the daugh- 
ter of Thomas Dixon of Boston, and so 
cameé into possession of The Grange at 
Toronto, From this lovely home, one of 
the oidest residenees in Ontario, he edited 
& number of periodicals and contributed 
countless essays, articles, and letters to 
the American, Canadian, and English 
press. 

He retained his connection with educa- 
tion as @ Regent of Toronto University, 
but gave most of his energies to the 
foundation and editing of The Canadian 
Monthly, The Nation. (of Toronto,) and 
The Toronto Week. Till lately he con- 
tributed a column to The Toronto Weekly 
Sun. He also wrote many books, though 
none of the first grade of importance. 
His History of the Wtnited . States” 
(1898) fs remarkable for the charm of his 
Style, and the severity of his judgment on 
American statesmen and affairs. ‘‘ The 
United Kingdom” (1899) {s a. brilliant 
summary in a few hunered pages of the 
main course of English history without 
any pretense to be other than the esti- 
mate by a distinguished writer of other 
mens researches, and his ‘Irish Hiis- 
tory and the Irish Question’ (1905) is a 
severe arraignment of the Gladstonian 
policy. 

He was known in Canada as the great- 
est opponent of the recent development 
of the Dominion as a nation within the 
British Empire. Dr. &mith’s views that 
the parting between Canada and ihe 
mother country was inevitable were pop- 
ular enough when he first went to To- 
ronto. The Liberal Party was oneniy 
in favor of reciprocity with the United 
States and annexation seemed well with- 
in the bounds of possibility. Dr. Smith 
was thoroughly convinced that the des- 
tinies of the Dominion lay on this side 
of the Atlantic, and his work, ‘‘ Canada 
and the Canadian Question” (1891) was 
an exceedingly able argument for annex- 
ation based on scientific grounds. 

He lived, however, to see his position 
deserted by every Canadian statesman 
of prominence. He had mixed inadvisedly 
in the politics of the Dominion with his 

roposition for a formation of a National 

arty on lines that were acceptable to 
neither party, and for years before he 
died he had become a minority of one. 
His opposition to the South African war, 
to which Canada was contributing so 
many of her fons, naturally sapped still 
more of his influence, and in the last few 
years his pronouncements exerted no 
weight on Canadian affairs.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Higher Rates and Election Time. 


Some of the pessimists of the Street 
were inclined yesterday to hold lightly the 
opinion expressed by some railroad men 
that under the understanding arrived at 
with the Administration it ought to be 
possible for the railroads to increase their 
freight rates within about sixty days. 
One comment heard regarding this hope- 
ful suggestion was that those who held 
to the belief that the railroads would be 
able to advance freight rates any time 
this side of next Winter must be forget- 
ting that Congressional elections are to be 
held this Fall. What would have been 
the use, it was argued by these pessimists, 
to have enjoined the railroads from in- 
creasing their freight rates if they were 
permitted to put new rates into effect be- 
fore the people have given their verdict 
next Fall on the question whether or not 
the Republican Party was really the 
friend of the people? If the rate injuno- 
tion was a good political move, it was 
argued, it would be an equally bad politi- 
cal movement to permit the railroads to 
put new increased freight rates in effect 
before the elections and thus wipe out the 
good effect, politically, of the holding up 
by injunction of the rates which the West- 
ern railroads had planned to take effect 
on June l.

COTTON. 
The cotton market moved to new high levels 
early, but later there was a general reaction. 
The market lost considerable ground, but de- 


veloped steadiness again at the close. The 
strength of the morning was due to further 
buying of the July by shorts, and in the con- 
gested position of the market buying orders 
were difficult to execute and prices easily 
edvanced. The market was also affected by 
the strength of the foreign markets and by 
the steadily decreasing local stocks. There 
was a loss of 7,000 bales in ea stock over 
night and there has been a loss of 46,000 bales 
in the total stock since the high point the 
latter part of May. The position in the near- 
by deliveries showed no particular change and 
control is in the hands of the bull party. 

The exhibition of financial strength which 
has been sean since the March deliveries began 
and the exhibition of ability to distribute spot 
cotton makos the bear element extremely cau- 
tious and unwilling to fight any advance. The 
bull party has taken 346,000 bales during the 
past month, besides the deliveries in March, 
and has financed close to $30,000,000 worth of 
cotton, distributing half the amount, and it is 
believed that the stock will be reduced to ap- 
proximately 100,000 bales before the outward 
movement is checked. The question of the 
ability of the bears to bring forward another 
big lot of cotton for the July deliveries, in 
view of the cleaned up condition of the coun- 
try, is problematical, If the shorts settle, how- 
ever, this would make a radical change in the 
technical position of the market. New crop 
deliveries were relatively firm during the morn- 
ing, but on the development of a weaker tone 
at midday in the old crop there was a decline 
in price and the market was also influenced 
by the weather map and by the weekly weather 
and crop bulletin, which was looked upon as 
favorable, Temperatures have been more sea- 
sonable and there have been general showers 
throughout during the past week. Cultivation 
has also been advanced and the new crop de- 
velopment is not unfavorable.

the beginning at an early 
gection of the Bronx of a big building 
Mnovement and a high-class development 
of that desirable property. The features 
that undoubtedly contributed to the great 
Buccess of the sale and the good prices 
were that every lot is ready for imme- 
diate development, all improvements, in- 
cluding roads, &c., being installed, transit 
facilities close at hand, and no additional 
assessments in sight. 

The lots offered included the entire 
block between Aqueduct and Andrews 
Avenues, 176th and 177th Streets, and 
several lots: north of 177th Street at Aque- 
duct Avenue; also lots on Sedgwick, Tre- 
mont, Cedar, and Morris Avenues and 
179th Street. 

Commissioner John FE. Eustis of the 
Public Service Commission, and an old 
Bronx resident, was one of the largest 
buyers.

Avenue at $1,400 each, 

The plot on the north side of 179th 
Street, 83 by 125, adjoining the northwest 
corne> of Cedar Avenue, and running to 
the New York Central tracks, opposite 
Lewis Place, went to Ida A. Hopkins at 
$2,159. 

The northwest corner of 179th Street 
and Cedar Avenue brought $2,000 from 
J. J. K. O. Kennedy. From the north- 
west corner of 177th Street and Sedgwick 
Avenue, 28 by 105, C. Ullman paid $2,400. 
Sedgwick Avenue lots north of this, and 
about 78 feet deep, brought from $1,900 
to $1,500, and rear lots $600 to $800. 

A lot adjoining the northeast corner of 
Sedgwick Avenue and 177th Street was 
bought by John J. Colby for $3,600. Ad- 
joining lots on Sedgwick Avenue went 
for $2,900 and $2,500. 

Along Sedgwick Avenue, south of 177th
